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' TOM C. DILLARD, residence, 7022 If.errilee Lana, Dallas, 

Tcxa3, a Photographer for ‘The Dallas Ilo:miiig Naws,“ advised 
that on the morning of November 23, 1963, while at the Dallas 
County Jail entrance, he had received information from JAK3S 
UND2RW00D, a Newsman for K3L3-TV, to the effect there was a 
mark on the curb on the south side of Main Street near the 
/triple underpass. UNDERWOOD had told Dl LIARD that the mark 
was possibly made by a bullat. Later during tho afternoon of 
: November 23, 1963, DILLARD, using a Maraiyaflex 120 Camera, took ' 
f a picture of a mark on the curb on the south side of M3 in Street 
about twenty feet east of the triple underpass. DILLARD stated 
he was of the opinion the mark vary possibly could have been 
made l?y a richocheting bullet and that it had boon recently' 
made. 

Mr. DILLARD was shown a photograph of a mark bn the 
curb with a hand holding a pencil ^pointing towards the mark. 

He identified this photograph as a copy of the one he had taken 
on the afternoon of November 23, 1963. 

Mr. DILLARD stated he definitely recalls it was a 
"mark on the curb, rather than a nick in the curb, and the con- 
. crete was not broken or chipped. 
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
